Tho visitors wer^ shown over the 
plant starting with 'the blending and 
mixing of the flour and . finishing by 
insgeeilngv the casing and delivering 
Mottp^^'-jtihe basement The 'f lonr 
lidtiiVtHi^pther Ingredients, aro inbceà 
ill. «Ight-hundred pound lots; ' in huge 
mixing machines. Following this It Is 
allowed to cool for 'three hours and 
then It Is re-mlxed. ~ 

Dough Divided 
It je then put through .a ;_niachl.ne 
which ^ divides .'. it MnitiWtw&iy.-^viivL* 
ounce sections '-thui rftlltfwlngr'^f or ■ 
five ounce" 'tbVs of w'eiglit 'when the 
dough Is put through the ovens. Fol 
lowing the dividing, the dough Is 
steamed arid then put In the ovens. 

The bread comes out cCthe oven in. 
the finished .state and Is sent down 
a chute to ■ the' basement where after 
cooling It Is put through the wrap 
ping machine.

Declaring that tho nations of the 
world must not lose face by neglect- 
ing tho preBont Blno-Japaneao situa- 
tion. Dr. Klang Kang-Hu addressed 
the Klwanis International luncheon 
at the Windsor Hotel yesterday. The 
principal point of . tho talk on the 
Manchurian Question" was his sugr 
gesUon of an International jiolice 
force to control all similar situations. 

Tho Doctor traced the history of 
tho Manchurian district, from tho 
time when the inhabitants swooped 
down ''on old China and founded tho 
Manchu dynasty. From then on 
Manchuria was Chinese territory; 
and three provinces wero formed. 
The Chinese ore by nature a peace 
loving nation and it was only until 
certain events happened that, tho 
province -of' Manchuria became ^ dis- 
turbed. . ■ . 
Rustia Steps In. 
The first factor In the troifble was 
formed about; 75 yell's ago' when the 
Russians, seeing the rich - potonUali- 
ties pt an undeveloped - Manchuria 
built tho Chinese Eastern Railway, 
The Russians supplied the capital 
and tho Chinese the land and raw 
materiaja^nàérXtcrms of equal part- 
nership^WSSH^ years ago the Jap- 
anese beat the Russians and took 
over., their .rights , on the Railway, 
tiàter - thO' Japanese and the Russians' 
entered' Into a secret treaty which 
gavo to Itussia a sphere of Influence' 
the northern . part and ' Japan the 
southern. /

In n. lecture nt tho Mechanics' In- 
stltuto last night. Professor F. B. 
Uoyd, of tho Biological Depa,rtment, 
pointed out that Egypt remained a 
united nation because of her geo< 
graphical posltlort. Sho was hem- 
mod In on all sides by desert and 
sea; the only communication with 
,„ior nations by ' land was through 
Palestine and the Fertile Crescent to 
Babylôn. >" . ' . ' 

The real Egypt Is a very narrow 
strip of land stretching tho length 
of the Nile .into the ^rnqpntnlnB. of 
Abyssinia' said ' t h e"^^ Utiedlter. 
Throughout the most of its course,'' 
tho river-bed of the Nile Is' slightly 
more than a mile broad; as It neors 
its mouth, however, it widens out, 
stretching twenty miles wide at 
Cairo. 

' Many Deserts. 

On either side of .the Nil< 
places within two /hundred 
desert begins.

Suddenly, In the 
middle of a stretch of sandy expanse, 
one comes upon a huge monument 
of stone or red granite, ugly on the 
outside, but finely decorated with In 
BOTlptlons and bas-reliefs on tho In 
ner wall^ Most of these were ereot< 
ed.by the pharaohs of former days, 
especially Rameses II.

The hairdress 
of the former beauties was quite 
elaborate;, a mixture of red olay and 
talloW ' made 'a fine paste, which 
when applied to the hair, had > much 
tho same effect Stacomb has to 
day.

This 
hairdress Is still used by some of 
thé tribes of north-eastern' Africa.

Physicists Discuss 
Acoustical Errors 

Prof. H. E. Reilly Outlines 
Problems Of Surveying 

"Wo arc within sight of the solution 
of acoustical defects in auditorlump," 
said Professor H. E. Rclily, during the 
Phyfslcs Colloquium tho title of the 
paper which he read was, '^Physical 
Problems In tho Acoustical Surveying 
of Buildings." 

I The main topic of discussion con- 
corned the variation of the character- 
istics of audltoriumB with the relative 
humidity, a factor which, up^o^Mmt 
ytars has been overlooked or neglect- 
ed. Professor Rellly (tuotcd figures 
showing tlnit this procedure Borae- 
tlmes gave totally erroneous results. 
Calculations niade appeared to war- 
rant treatment of the walls accord- 
ing to tho old rules, while If the ef- 
fect of air obsorptlon at normal rela- 
tée humidity were addedi It at once 
turned out that no treatment would 
bo neceseriry.'" 

Somo of (ho difficulties of measur- 
ing tho characteristics of an audi- 
torium wcro' described. The method, 
Involving estimates of articulation, by 
several observers, la rather unsatis- 
factory said thn . speaker, since' the 
observers may have defective hear- 
ing. 

It Is almost safe to say that soon U 
will bo possible for theatres and other 
public buildings to correct the 
acoustics for different types of en- 
tertainment Prof. Rcilley continued. 
This Is accomplished- by movable sec- 
tions of the walls faced with different 
'materials, which may^ be adjusted -to 
suit tiie' character of the perfrom-
